National Steel Head Sees

No. Venice Town 
Fund Tax Levy.

Venice Township will levy no 
taxes for town fund purposes 
this year as a $92,000 surplus 
in the town fund will be suffi- 
cient for township expenses, the 
town board of auditors agreed 
Tuesday afternoon at a special 
meeting which followed the an- 
nual town electors’ meeting. 
The auditors also approved a 
decreased general assistance 
levy and an increased road and 
bridge tax levy, The Illinois 
Municipal Retirement Fund levy 
was retained at $10,250, the 
same as last year 
The levy for town pur- 
poses was decreased from: 
$110,602 in the 1972-73 levy 
to $85,202 in the new levy. 


$20,000 last year was elimi- 
nated and the levy for the 
general assistance fund was 
decreased from $80,352 last 
year to $74,952°for the new 
fiseal year. 

An increase in the road and 
bridge fund lev 24,910 
last year to $3 r 1973-74 
also was approved. The road 
and bridge levy, which is sepi 
rate from the town levy, wi 
reduce the Savings to the t 
payer, but the overall rate for 
the town and road and. bridge 
levies will decline from a total 
of $135,512 last year to $117,937 
for 1973-74 reduction of 
$17, 

Despite the decrease in the 
town levies, the town fund budg-

Tracing the history of Nation- 
al Steel to 1929,-when Detroit, 
Pittsburgh and Cleveland area 
companies merged, the speaker 
said it always has relied on de- 
centralized management and 
will continue to do so.

Polling places will open at 
noon and close at 7 p.m. in all 
three district elections.

While Granite City has 
been the scene of the most 
active campaigning in the 
Quad- City area, Madison 
also has opposition between 
four candidates seeking 
three school board seats.

Shrubs, Fruit 
Crops Damaged 
By. Late Freeze 


The freezing weather of Mon- 
day and Tuesday destroyed the 
flowers of shrubs that were in 
bblocm, High winds complicated 
their survival because the chill 
factor and wind whipping off 
frosted foliage produced a 
burned appearance of exposed 
plants. 

Relatively even temperatures 
and cloudy cool weather could 
prevent sunburn injury until the 
plants recover. Low tempera- 
tures hit 26 and 27 degrees 
throughout this region, well be- 
low the critical 28-30 degree 
temperatures for survival. 

Chris Doll, area adviser on 
fruits and vegetables, reports 
that home orchard fruit crops 
will be sevérly damaged, or 
completely frozen out, - except 
for apples. 

There does not appear to be 
serious injury to the woody 
twigs or permanent structure of 
flowering and fruiting trees or 
ornamental shrubs. New growth 
will gradually replace the dam- 
aged spring growth. 

“Do not prune your trees or 
shrubs to remove injured 
foliage. I expect new growth 
will develop from the woddy 
twigs within 10 to 14 days,” 
Doll said 

“After new growth is clearly 
evident, prune off dead twigs 
or branch tips to the second or 
third shoot from the tip. 

“If individual plants show con- 
siderable dying-back of tw 
and small limbs, you can 
pect more problems with bor- 


“Where extensive spring in- 


occurs to twigs, the large 

ches and lower trunk often 
develops numerous minute 
cracks, These cracks are ideal 
for tree borers to get into the 
tree and eventually kill or crip- 
ple individual trees. 

“If you see this type of injury 
on selected trees, spray the 
trunk at monthly intervals from 
mid-May until August with Cy- 
gon or spray every two weeks 
with Malathian,” Doll advised

He said foster | parents .will 
play ‘a vital,‘role in the de- 
partment’s plan to bring back 
to Illinois 800 childrén who 
have been placed in institutions 
as far away as Texas. 

Miller spoke at a’ Chicago 
news conference kicking ' off 
| “National Action for- Foster 
Children Week” in, Illinois: 

Also participating in the con- 
ference were State Senator 
Philip Rock (D-Chicago) and 
Phil Jarmack, regional director 
of the Office of Child* Develop- 
ment, U. |S. Departyrient of 
Health, Education, and ,Welfare. 

“I just “doesn’t make 
sense to stash kids in in- 
stitations: a th@asand miles 
away when we can develop 
plans for their care right 
here &t home,’ Miller said. 

“Not .only ‘are ‘the young- 
sters uprooted*fram all that 
is-familiar f them, but it 
is extremely difficult to 
mointor “the kind of care 
they receive out-of-state. ‘To 
paraphrase an old saying, 

‘Out_of state, out of mind.’ ” 
|,-Miller said “qany’ of the chil- 
‘dren . placed iit, out-of-state. in- 
stitutions can bé cared, for’ by 
skilled foster yparents. 

He estimate that“at least 
190 “‘specialized” foster homes 
will be needed bys the depart-

Neithér can they be adopted. 
They endure mental torture be- 
cause society retains unrealistic 
hopes of rchabilitating parents. 
We hope to change all that,”

‘The Rev. J. G. Hinke was the 
first pastor, receiving a salary 
of $30 per week, Members of 
the first board of deacons were 
Carroll Bright, Jackson Maples, 
W. R, Green and W. C, Burgess. 
-Trustees were Harry Miner, 
Roy Lynn and John Burden. 

Within two months a finance 
committee began to investigate 

» church building sites and the 
group incorporated under the 
name Third Baptist Church of 
Granite City, the pastor said. 

On July 21, 1937, it was voted 
to purchase two lots at 26th 
Street and Grand Avenue at a 
cost of $400 each, plus taxes, 
and by October the transaction 
was completed. Men of the con- 
gregation accomplished much of 
the work on the bulding which 
was completed and dedicated 
April 21, 1940, the third anniver- 
sary of the church body.

Louis Baptist Association was 
approved in October 1938 and

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Record Industry Follows 
Clothes Fashion Trends

The recording industry seems 
to run on trends and, fads, much 
like the fashion world. For ex- 
ample, one year it was mini- 
skirts and short rock songs; 
next it was long-long skirts and 
singles that ran for five min- 
utes; next way-out spacey 
clothes accompanied the out-of- 
sight, high-flying space-rock. 

Now with clothing dating 
back into the early ages, the 
recording companies and. art- 
ists are releasing albums that 
have long since been locked in 
the vaul 

One such LP is the Allman 
Brothers compilation of their 
tirst two records called “Be- 
ginnings’’.on Atco Records. The 
two-record set features the 
original ‘members of the band 
which included Duane and 
Gregg Allman, Dicky Betts, 
Berry Oakley, Butch Trucks 
and Jai Johanny Johanson. 

The album captures some of 
the finest moments by the 
group, back when Duane and 
Dicky would dual with their 
guitars and almost blow you 
off your seat. This is accom- 
panied by Butch and Jai’s dou- 
ble thunder of drumming, which 
bounces you from one side of 
the room to the other. How- 
ever, Gregg’s keyboard work, 
which serves as both a lead 
and rhythm instrument, along 
with Berry's bass tend -to put 
everything into its proper per- 
spective and creates a fantastic 
combination of sounds. 

‘Although noted for their 
lengthy cuts, some running as 
fong as 20 minutes, the band 
has kept all but the spacey 
“Dreams I’ll Never See,” which 
runs 7 minuts, at 5 minutes and 
under. Among the 14 cuts are 
“Whipping Post,” a blues ori- 
ginal called ‘It’s Not My Cross 
To Bear,” the acoustic guitar 
“Revival,” ‘Midnight Rider” 
and “In Memory of Elizabeth 
Reed.” 

It's a perfect touch of the 
blues which will add class to 
your record collection. 

“Music Is My Life” is the 
title of Billy Preston’s latest 
album for A&M Records. Pres- 
ton had a hand in composing all 

xcept the Beatle’s 


The LP has definite ups and 
downs, evident when you turn 
the record from side to side. 
The first side has that fast 
boogie shuffle, which he is 
noted for, and is used on 
“We're- Gorina Make It’ and 
“Qne Time or Another,” as 
well as a good, bluesy “I Won- 
der Why” which is emphasized 
by a powerful rhythm and, bass 
beat, ‘Blackbird’’ and “Will It 
Go Round In Circl are also 
creditable performances. 

Side two is sort of a rock 
dedication to God. Preston 
shares his philosphies and his 
faith thrugh his music. While 
they are part of a good per- 
former, side two gets too heavy 
for most, unless you're a super 
Jesus person. 

The Steve Miller Band gives 
you your money’s worth of se- 
lected rock in their latest Capi- 
tol release, ‘‘Anthology.” Steve 
Miller picked the songs for the 
two-record ‘set from the best of 
the bands efforts during the 
span of 1968-72, The list of at- 
tending musicians resembles a 
performance card for an all-day 
rock concert. 

Listen ‘to Boz Scraggs, Nicky 
Hopkins, Paul McCartney, Lee 
Michaels, Tim Davis, and 
Lonnie Turner, just to name a 
few. All lend Miller a hand in 
putting together some fine 
music. In Miller's own words, 
“anthology”. is what I always 
wanted to-make — two good 
LPs that'll hold up. This is the 
first’ consistently good album 
T've ever made.” 

It’s sort of like a plant—the 
leaves, stems and blossoms are 
all nice, but you appreciate the 


flowers the most, Miller has 
weeded out everything but the 
tops of his efforts, and offers 
you a bouquet of his best in 
“Anthology.” 

On the classical side: ‘‘En- 
trefnont A La Francaise” Co- 
lumbia M32070, This is Philippe 
Entremont sending you a mu- 
sical postcard from Paris, Gay 
music with an occasional touch 
of sadness as the pianist ranges 
over compositions by Ravel, 
Debussy, Chabrier, Satie, Faure 
and Poulenc. If you're off to 
Europe this summer; this LP 
will introduce you to the mood 
of France. 

“Dvorak Piano Quartet In 
E-Flat” Arthur Rubinstein and 
the Guarneri Quartet, RCA-LSC- 
3340.

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Foil Called Usefur 
In Insulating 
Basement

Q. I am planning on paneling 
my basement and want to use 
insulation between the one-inch 
furring strips, but have been 
unable to find any insulation 
material that thin. 

The only.thing I have found is 
a sheet called ‘“styrenefoam,” 
which: I would have to split. I 
would like to know where to 
find insulation for this job. My 
walls are concrete block.— 

r Paul I. 

A. The purpose of insulation 
in the basement is to keep out 
moisture. 

For this purpose, heavy grade 
aluminum foil or) “four mil” 
polyethylene plastic, fastened 
to the furring strips, could be 
used. 

Where paneling is installed on 
below grade areas, care should 
be taken to eliminate all damp~ 
ness on concrete surfaces. | 

An effective step is to water- 
proof the interior of the outside 
basement walls. 

Q. Peeling paint? I know you 
have had this question before, 
but can you give me a repeat 
on the instructions. 


Much of the oil paint on the 
outside of my house is peeling. 
The paint salesman suggested 
I use latex paint next time for 
better results. Do you agree? 

— ELP. 

A, Latex paint over the oil 
paint will continue to peel, in 
spite of what the paint sales- 
man says. 

However, he is right if you 
remove all the paint now on ‘the 
house down to the bare wood, 
then apply a special primer 
with two or more coats of ex- 
terior latex. Then you may get 
better results, 

Q. We are. building a house 
with a crawl space underneath 
the floor. 

We have it vented with vents 
on the outside walls. 

To provide more ventilation 
to keep the crawl space -dry, I 
have been thinking about run- 
ning three-inch vent pipes be- 
tween the two-by-four partitions 
from the crawl space to the 
attic. It is a one-story ranch- 
style house. 

Do you think this would help 
keep the crawl space dry?

A, Before the effectiveness of 
ground cover was known, such 
as plastic sheeting, large ventil- 
ation openings were needed to 
permit escape of moisture. 

However, with good ground 
cover, much less ventilation is 
required and the vents can be 
closed during winter so that 
the house is easier to keep 
warm. 

The ground cover should con- 
sist of ‘heavy polyethylene, 
which is a plastic sheeting, or 
55-pound rolled roofing paper. 

The vents should provide cross 
ventilation, but vent pipes up 
through the attic should not be 
necessary. 

Q. What is the best thing for 
moisture-proofing a concrete 
floor? 

‘The gravel and cement are al- 
ready down, but there is no 
sealer between the cement and 
gravel. 

I -need something to keep 
moisture from the carpet we are 
laying. Also, what kind of carp- 
et would be the best for living 
quarters?

A. There are several concrete 
sealers on the market which 
will help control moisture for 
on or below grade floors. 

Thdoor-outdoor type carpeting 
would be a good choice. How- 
ever, if another kind of carpet- 
ing is preferred, it should be 
installed with foam rubber pad- 
ding. 

Consult your masonry dealers, 
marine supply dealers or large 
paint stores for a recomended 
concrete sealer.

Congressmen Will Pay More for ‘Free’ Mail 


By BENJAMIN SHORE

Washington—Congress is faced 
with whopping cost increases 
for its ‘free’? mail privilege as 
a result of the U.S. Postal 
Service insisting on full pay- 
ment for delivering the franked 
mail. 

Based on a brand new system 
of calculating the amount of 
franked mail flowing from Cap- 
itol Hill, the Postal Service has 
projected the fiscal 1974 cost at 
$35.7 million. 


The projected cost for fiscal

1973, which ends June 30, is 
$24.4 million. 

The new system of measuring 
the amount of franked mail 
went into effect as of January, 
thus making the projected fis- 
cal 1973 cost a combination of 
the old and new measuring 
systems.”

Key to thé billing process will 
be a new System of accurately 
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accounting for all franked mail. 

The current practice is to 
weigh the sacks of mail as 
they leave Capitol Hill. 

A formula, constantly revised 
by sampling the sacks, is then 
used to determine how- many 
pieces of mail are being car- 
ried. 

Congress has: been billed 8 
cents per piece, regardless of 
the weight. 

Actual counting of sampled 
sacks indicates that congres- 
sional mail runs about 44 let- 
ters per pound. That figures out 
to slightly more than one-third 
ounce per letter. 

Under the new system, the 
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procedure for weighing franked 
mail will be tightened up for a 
more accurate measurement, 
and Congress will be. billed 8, 
cents per ounce for the first- 
class service that a franked 
letter gets. 

“Just like everyone else,” 
commented a ‘postal official. 

Congressmen may’ not send 
franked letters by airmail with- 
out paying full airmail postage. 

An allowance for buying air- 
mail stamps comes out of an- 
other Congressional] fund.

Speculation about a possible 
rift was fueled by disclosure 
that William Flanagan, a fix- 
ture in the Stevenson political 
family for two generations, is 
leaving the staff of U. S. Sen. 
Adlai _E. Stevenson IIT to join 
Gov. 


Norton Kay, Walker’s press 
secretary, is explaining only 
that Flanagan wil! work in the 
State Department of Transpor- 
tation, probably at Chicago. 

What most intrigues State- 
hous strategists is the aware- 
ness that while Flanagan's ex- 
pertise on Illinois trafsportation 
matters: is limited to how best 
to get from Chicago to Spring- 
field, he does know about as 
well as anyone how to win an 
election in this state, 

That Stevenson would let him 
go in the face of an upcoming 
election that could be tough 
strikes some as approaching the 
incredible 
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From the Flanagan stand- 
point, there is the matter of 
family loyalty. Flanagan, a 
one-time Chicago newspaper re- 
porter, rose to prominence on 
the political fortunes of the late 
Adlai E, Stevenson II. 

Back in 1952, Springfield 
correspondents credited 
Flanagan’s brilliant public 
relations work as being a 
major factor in achieveing 
the first Presidential nomi- 
nation for the governor. 


Flanagan in more recent 
times has played important 
roles in Adlai III’s success- 
ful runs for state treasurer 
and U. S, senator. 


Next year, Stevenson, al- 
though an early bird favorite 
for re-election, nevertheless is 
expected to face a serious chal- 
lenge from one of two strong 
Republican contenders—Donald 
Rumsfeld, currently U. S. am- 
bassador to the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, or Con- 
gressman John Anderson of 
Rockford. 


There is a feeling that Steven- 
son will need a strong publicity 
effort to convince many doubt- 
ful voters that he has accom- 
plished anything of importance 
during his three years in the 
Senate.

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Dismissal of Gibson Among Factors Complicating Governor 
Walker’s Relationship with Legislature, Chicago Leaders ° 


Comment by Prees-Record bureau 
in Springfield—Gov. Daniel Walker is 
a businessman who has held no other 
elective office. Inability to work with 
other members: of his political party 
was in evidence during the campaign, 
but the problem did not surface again 
until the Chicago Transit Authority 
issue, 

Legislators who had worked togeth- 
er to hammer out a compromise were 
miffed at the non-participating gover- 
nor for his CTA veto. The inability to 
work with the governor then outshone 
the merits of the next three issues: 
overriding the veto. the appointment 
of David Fogel and the dismissal of 
Robert Gibson, a former Granite 
Cityan. 

Because of the CTA veto, Senate 
Democrats blocked Fogel’s appoint- 
ment as ¢orrections director after 
Republican _ intentions were well 
known. Walker then offered a trade 
—Milton  Pikarsky, Mayor Richard 
Daley's choice to head the CTA, for 
Fogel. 

Gibson, the labor leader appointed 
by Walker to be the _non-salaried 
chairman of the Capital Development 
Board, was also tied to the CTA con- 
troversy. He tried to arrange a meet- 
ing between labor-and Walker on the 
issue, but the governor wouldn't see 
thems When Gibson then worked to 
override the veto, he was “fired’’ as 
board chairman. 

Not content to admit that they were 
caught in traditional “backroom” pol- 
itics which the kdministration likes to 
criticize, Press Secretary Norton Kay 
said Gibson. resigned. When Gibson 


heard that, he said: ‘’As usual, Norton 
is reckles with the truth.” 

The governor told newsmen he had 
not fired Gibson and_then promptly 
sent a message to the Senate removing 
Gibson's name from consideration as 
the head of the board which oversees 
all state construction. 

If Walker did not fire Gibson, as 
the governor contends, deputy Victor 
De Grazia must be running the state 
government because he is the one who 
called Gibson and said, “This is war 
and you are in the enemy camp.” But 
since De Grazia holds no elective of- 
fice, the “buck” that Walker would 
never let former Gov. Richard Ogilvie 
pass lands righton the governor's 
desk. 

Senate Minority Leader Cecil Par- 
tee, a Democrat, tried to reduce the 
heat on Walker. In a Senate speech, 
he said, “I don't think it was the gover- 
nor who decided to be intolerant to 
persons who disagreed with him on 
one issue, I don’t think he wants to be 
a tyrant.. | think there are people 
around him who would put him on 
that course.” 

But Walker is catching plenty of 
heat for his operation of government, 
although how the “people” he takes 
his case to are interpreting the State 
house action is not clear as yet. 

His two flying tours around the 
state to explain his version of the fight 
with the legislature might work to his 
benefit in the long run—especially if 
several legislators are indicted this 
year—because he could point a finger 
at those in the legislative branch and 
say he was against them all. the time. 


Mayor Lee Has the Financial and Governmental Experience to 
Continue Venice Progress; Mayor Sasyk Unopposed in Madison 


Both Venice mayor candidates in 
the April 17 election have aided public 
understanding by reviewing the needs 
of their city and outlining proposals for 
improved services during the next 
four years. 

Both pledge diligent’ efforts toward 
making the Venice area a better place 
in which to live and toward achieving 
the highest possible efficiency and 
economy in governmental departments. 

While their presentations are almost 
equally commendable, we favor in- 
cumbent Mayor John E. Lee as being 
more capable of attaining the goals. 

His combination of governmental, 
financial and community service expe- 
rience is rare and is of signficant value 
to the municipality in its top adminis- 
trative office.

VOLUNTEERS, MERCHANTS 
HELPED FLOOD MISSION 
To the Editor: 

What has been described as 
the worst flood condition in 125 
years, and the second worst in 
recorded history, is about over 
except for cleaning up. 

The Tri-Cities Area Chapter, 
American Red Cross, gratefully 
acknowledges a small army of 
volunteer workers, and many 
local merchants, whose efforts 
assured the success of the Red 
Cross flood mission. 

The Tri-Cities Red Cross 
Chapter was alerted to the de- 
teriorating conditions of the 
Chouteau Island north levee on 
Thursday, March 29, and was 
asked to assist in’ providing 
lunches’ to a small group of 
levee workers. 

By the next day, growing con- 
cern for both the north and 
south levees brought many 
more volunteer sandbaggers 
and emergency crews, and the 
Red Cross chapter moved into 
around-the-clock feeding opera- 
tions. 

The number of workers in- 
creased so that, at the peak, 
several ‘hundred levee workers 
‘were present 24 hours a day. 

Red Cross volunteers worked 
round-the-clock preparing and 
serving up to 1,500 sandwiches, 
50 dozen doughnuts and sweet 
rolls, and unmeasured gallons 
of coffee and Tang per day. 

Many were served directly 
from a Red Cross canteen 
truck centrally located to serve 
the greatest number of workers. 

In addition, food and coffee 
were delivered to dispersed 
working crews every two to 
three hours throughout the days 
and nights. 

All of this would not have 
been possible if many Tri-City 
merchants had not given com- 
plete cooperation by opening 
their stores on Sundays, and 
even the wee morning hours, to 
provide the necessary supplies. 

Many went an extra mile by 
providing the supplies at dis- 
counts, even donating much of 
the provisions. 

In total, more than 50 volun- 
teers were involved in the Red 
Cross operation, which contin- 
ued round-the-clock for 10 days. 

During that period, almost as 
many merchants gave the as- 
sistance described. Space limi- 
tations prohibit individual ac- 
knowledgement within this let- 
ter. 

Each of them, jRed Cross 
workers and merthants, will 
receive a personal letter recog- 
nizing and thanking them for 
their personal contributions to 
this effort. 

The local Red Cross Chapter 
is pleased with. their accom- 
plishments during the period of 
the flood emergency, and wish- 
es publicly to thank the many 
volunteers and local merchants 
who made it possible.

OPPOSES AUTOMATIC 
COUNTY BOARD SEAT 
To the Editor: 

Two separate articles have 
come to my attention in the 
past few days, both significant, 
but neither by itself would have 
prompted this letter. 

Since one has a direct bear- 
ing on the other, I must offer 
some comment. 

Last month Representative 
Daniel Pierce (D) of Highland 
Park, Ill., introduced a. bill in 
the state legislature which, if 
adopted, would prevent a per- 
son from holding the two elec- 
tive offices of township super- 
visor and county board member 
at the same time. 

The first article I refer to 
appeared in the April issue of 
the Illinois County and Town- 
ship Official, commenting on 
the proposed bill, and quoted 
two paragraphs of a letter sent 
by Louis) Whitsell to Rep. 
Pierce. 

Mr. Whitsell wrote: 

“Another paint would be to 
draft a bill to make all super- 
visors members of the County 
Board automatically, as it was 
in the past and as it still should 
be today, which is the only way 
to properly represent the peo- 
ple on a grassroots level.: This 
method was proven to function 
effectively and economically 
until someone got the idea that 
the job should be separated. 

“County Board members who 
are not supervisors can in no 
way be fully aware of the needs 
of the people, and separating 
the job brought no economic 
advantage or improvement.” 

As a candidate for the same 
County Board seat, I was some- 
what flabergasted by his self- 
serving statement that he was 
the only one in Nameoki who 
could possibly know the needs 
of the people. 

I count myself as being only 
one of many people whose 
qualifications are equal to or in 
excess of his. 

The other article to which I 
refer seemed to me to be en- 
tirely contradictory to his two 
touching references made to 
Rep.. Pierce concerning the 
economy of the county. 

Jt states that Mr. Whitsell 
was again the most expensive 
member of the County Board 
in the month of March. He col- 
lected for his efforts the sum of 
$792.25 in per diem and travel. 

This means that out of the 
2% days that the Courthouse was 
open in March, Mr. Whitsell 
had county business meetings 
on 18 separate days. 

One would hardly believe 
that a relatively inactive (Park 
and Museum) committee could 
be called upon to conduct that 
amount of business month after 
month. te 

This ‘business cost the tax- 
payer $200 per week and is 
completed in.such time as to 
allow the member to report to 
his regular job in St, Louis on 
the afternoon shift. 

With a bonanza such as this 
at stake in next spring’s elec- 
tions, Mr. Whitsell’s motive in 
urging legislation which would 
make his seat on the County 

“automatic” must be 
considered ‘suspect.

Venice Centennial 2 Months Away 


June 28 will be a historic date 
in Venice, Precisely a century 
ago on that date, the river 
settlement officially became a 
village. 

Observance of this occasion 
is planned during the. present 
year, along with a combined 
celebration relating to incorpor- 
ation of Venice as a city. 

The 75-year milestone of the 
city was reached on March 16, 
1972, and the commemoration 
was delayed until the 1973 cen- 
tennial, 

Although it was not until 
June 28, 1873, that Dr. Corne- 
lius Campbell proclaimed Ven- 
ice to be a village, it is the 
“father” of the Quad-Cities with 
a history dating from 1812, six 
years befor Illinois became a 
state. 

Press-Record files show that 
the settlement of Venice was 
begun when John Atkins ar- 
rived from Kentucky shortly be- 
fore the outbreak of the war 
of 1812. 

Atkins was present at the 
signing of the peace treaty of 
the United States and Great 
Britain at Portage des Sioux 
north of here on the Missouri 
side of the Mississippi River. 

The second settler, Daniel 
Lockhart, built on an elevated 
ridge a short distance from the 
site of the old Venice elevator. 

In 1815, John Anthony be- 
gan a rental service of flat- 
bottomed skiffs for persons 
wishing to row across the 
Missisippi to the western 
side, 

Venice developed as a 
terminus of the old “nation- 
al way,’ then a 100-foot- 
wide wagon route from the 
East Coast. 

The trail terminated one-third 
of a mile north of the site 
where the Venice elevator was 
to be constructed. 

The National Way also was 
known as ‘Old Rock Road” and 
is now the route of Broadway. 

Venice first became signifi- 
cant as a meeting place for 
drovers and traders on their 
way to St. Louis, and as a 
crossing point on the river. 

Anthony's ferry service 
proved unequal to the demands 
of traffic. 

In 1826, Mattew Kerr, a St. 
Louis merchant for whom the 
Kerr Island area of Venice was 
named, began operating the 
ferry boat “Brooklyn.” 

This vessel was powered by 
horses on a treadmill. 

Later, traffic from Venice to 
St. Louis was carried by a 
steamboat called “Little Jim.” 

A young Army engineer, 
Lieutenant Robert E. Lee, 
in 1842 directed the building 
of an ill-fated dike extend- 
ing the national road from 
the mainland to Kerr Is- 
land. 

Lee two decades later led the 
Confederate: armies against the 
Union in the Civil War, as it 
was known in the North, or the 
War between the States, as it 
was called" in the South. 

The fill and bridge erected 
here under’ Lee’s supervision 
were carried off by the flooding 
Mississippi. 

The bridge was rebuilt, but 
the project was abandoned 
after another flood destroyed 
the second bridge in 1851. 

Since 1903,-the river has not 
reached the Quad-Cities, but 
during the 1800s a series of 
five floods plagued Venice. 

The initial settlement in- 
cluded two hotels, two liv- 
ery stables, three general 
stores and two blacksniith 
shops.

A flood in 1844 reduced the 
town to two buildings, one being 
the first brick structure, 

Rebuilding followed, and Ven- _ 
ice was rebuilt again after a 
flood in 1851. 

A levee was built but in 1883 
five feet of water swept through 
the streets. The problem was 
ended afters the 1892 and 1903 
floods prompted -erection of a 
higher levee. i ‘ 

The name of Venice was pro- 
vided ‘by Dr. Campbell when 
the village proclamation was 
issued in June 1873, 

The community was laid dut 
by Dr. Campbell with the help 
of Charles F, Stamps. 

The floods during the early 
years led to-naming the settle- 
ment after Venice, Italy, where 
streets of water are traversed 
in boats. 

At the time that village 
government was started, 
the population stood at 600. 

One of the first actions of 
the new village board of 
trustees was to authorize 
grading and macadamizing 
the streets, : 

A period of prosperity and 
commercial growth began in 
the 1870s. 

The Venice elevator was 
erected in 1871 and had reached 
a capacity of 3,000,000 bushels 
of grain by 1925, when the el- 
evator was destroyed by fire. 

The Madison County Light & 
Power Co. plant replaced the 
elevator at the site. Nearby, 
the Union Electric .Co. power 
plant now is operated. 

Retail businesses included a 
number of neighborhood stores. 

Railroad lines which con- 
verge in the Venice area 
were given impetus in 1890 
by opening of the Merchants 
Railroad Bridge. Two large 
rail yards ‘and several rail- 
road rights - of - way were 
created. 

Five village presidents served 
during the period from 1873 to 
1897, They were Henry Robin- 
son, Francis McCambridge, 
Theodore Selb, Thomas P. Mc 
Fee and James Brammell, 

Venice assumed the city form 
of government on March 16, 
1897, 

Brammell continued as the 
top official after incorporation 
as a city, his title changing 
from president to mayor. 

‘There have been ten mayors, 
including: 

James Brammell, 1897-99. 

Dr. John W. Scott, 1899-1911. 

Dr. John E. Lee Sr., 1911-15. 

John Selb, 1915-17, 

Dr. J, E. Lee Sr. again, from 
1917 until his death on Dec. 8, 
1944. » 

Arthur Schmitt, 1944-45. 

Edward ‘Hagnauer, 1945-46, 

Schmitt again after Hagnau- 
er’s death in 1946, serving until 
1947. 


Harry T. Hartman, 1947 to 
1953. 


Frank Reidelberger? Sr. 1953- 
56. 


Leo Devany, 1956-57, after 
Mayor Reidelberger’s death, 

And the original Dr, Lee's 
son, Dr. John E. Lee Jr., from 
1957 until the present. The 
father and son have combined 
service as Venice mayor of 
more than 47 years, 

Historic churches of Ven- 
ice include St. Mark’s 
Catholic Church, founded in 
1883; the Venice Methodist 
Church, 1876; and the Ven- 
ice Baptist Church, 1895, 
the latter relocated from 
Calhoun Street to Klein 
Street. 

The present Venice Methodist 
Church is the fourth structure. 
Fire destroyed the original 
church in 1880 and a second 
building was swept away by 
the 1903 flood. The existing 
church on Broadway was es- 
tablished after a third Metho- 
dist building was lost in a fire 
Feb. 22, 1948. 

One of the earliest, Venice 
residents, Father Peter Kaen- 
ders, was pastor of St. Mark’s 
from its origin until shortly be- 
fore his death in 1921. 

The church and school were 
relocated from Third and Gran- 
ville Streets in 1893 to the pres- 
ent complex on Broadway and 
Sixth Street. 

It was Father Kaenders who 
supervised establishment of St. 
Elizabeth Hospital in 1911; St. 
Mark's parish bought the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Hospital, and 
he remained active in both the 
church and hospital until re- 
tiring. 

He retired in March 1921, two 
months after St. Elizabeth Hos- 
pital was sold to its present 
owners, the Sister§ of Divine 
Providence.

Divinity. School: Offers 
Two Ministry Programs 


The School of Divinity of St. 
Louis University has announced 
two new programs in the field 
of ministry which will begin in 
the fall of 1973. They are the 
Pastoral Orientations Program 
and the Corporate . Ministry 
Program. 

The Rev. William J. Sullivan, 
S. dean of the School of Di- 
vinity, said these programs 
represent a development and 
a new orientation in ministerial 
education among Catholics. 
“Our studies show there is a 
need for education in ministry 
in the wider sense of this term, 
and the School of Divinity has 
the resources to respond to this 
need.” 


In designing these two pro- 
grams, the School of Divinity 
has drawn upon the experience 
of its internationally known In- 
stitute of Religious Formation. 
The school will continue to of- 
fer its master of divinity pro- 
gram which prepares students 
for ordination to the priesthood 

The Pastoral Orientations 
Program is a two-semester pro- 
gram for both laymen and 
clergy, men and women who 
are interested in pastoral min- 
istry. The program has a two: 
fold purpose: to review thé 
fundamentals of the Christian 
message in scripture and theol- 
ogy and to examine the man- 
ner in which the Christian 

> message is relayed ‘‘in light of 
the conditions and urgencies of 
the contemporary pastoral 
scene.” There will be a special 
emphasis on the work and prob- 
lems of the Christian churches 
in _meropolitan areas.

The Corporate Ministry Pro- 
gram is designed for persons 
who have been in ministry or 
religious service at least five 
years and have a background 
in theology.

Nameoki Electors Approve Vote onTrash Pickup, Community Center 


The electors of Nameoki 
Township decided during the 
annual town meeting Tuesday 
night that referendum should be 
held in the township to deter- 
mine if the township should un- 
dertake a trash collection pro- 
gram, and if a community cen- 
ter should be constructed. 

The electors unanimously 
passed a resolution which re- 
quested a referendum to deter- 
mine “if the township should 
contract: for or provide” gar- 
bage and trash collection serv- 
ices, financed by revenue shar- 
ing funds. ~ 

Louis Whitsell, 
pervisor, said, 


township su- 
“It should cost 
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the taxpayers nothing. We have 
studied the cost, Nameoki 
Township has a population of 
4,690 residents. 

“We estimate we can pro- 
vide trash collection, street 
sweeping and environmental 
cleanup for $57,516 the first 
year, including the down pay- 
ment on two garbage trucks,” 
Whitsell reported. 


He said the cost could jump 
to $89,562 if the township pur- 
chases both trucks in the first 
year. “We expect to receive 


$103,914 in revenue sharing in 
the first year, which would pay 
for the trash collection and still 
leave enough for environmental 
cleanup,” Whitséll said. 


He said revenue sharing has 
been guaranteed to continue for 
five years and after it ends, the 
township should have enough 
funds to continue the program 
without additional taxes. 

If a tax does become neces- 
sary, it will not exceed 10 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation, lie 
said. “I don’t think it would 
be that much,” he added. 

He explained that all figures 
were based upon the anticipated 
cost of collecting at each home 


twice each w8ek. Homeowners 
presently contract individually 
with private trash haulers. 


A resolution that a referen- 
dum be held to determine if a 
community center should be 
constructed met with slight op- 
position. 

Representatives of a_ ladies 
group presented the moderator, 
Thomas Elliott, with a petition 
requesting a referendum on the 
issue. 

The petition originally asked 
that the issue be placed on the 
April 3 township election ballot, 
but it was presented too late 
for the ballot deadline. At that 
time it was suggested the pe- 


titioners present the issue to 
the town electors’ meeting. 

Several options were dis- 

cussed, including constructing 
an all-purpose room onto the 
present town hall, which could 
serve as a community center 
and a public meeting room. 
- Douglas Teetor, town clerk, 
said if the resolution to have 
a referendum was passed, it 
would be up to the Town Board 
of Auditors to study the alterna- 
tives and determine the best 
plan. 

He said the ballot for the ref- 
endum would have to include a 
precise location and cost esti- 
mates before it could be ap- 
proved by the voters.

Whitsell said that any new 
building would have to be built 
with money raised by the sell- 
ing of bonds. “A tax would have 
to be levied for repaying the 
bonds unless the township has 
the money,” he added. 

A voice vote was taken among 
the 50 persons present and 
about three opposed the resolu- 
tion. 

Whitsell said the trash collec- 
tion and thé community center 
referendums likely could be 
combined on one ballot and that 
only one polling place will be 
necessary at the town hall. No 
date for the referendum was 
announced.

Cahokia Bird Man Chosen 
For Boy Scout Emblem’ 


The emblem chosen for the 
Cahokia Mound Council Scout- 
o-rama on May 19 is an exact 
tracing from an artifact found 
in 1971 excavations at the Ca- 
hokia Mounds State Park. 

The small sandstone tablet, 
with the “Bird Man’’ on it, was 
found on the east side, near the 
base of Monk’s Mound. The 
materials in the tablet have 
been dated to 1300 A.D. 

The man is wearing a bird 
costume, mask and wings. He 
may or may not be dancing. It 
is not known what the tablet 
represents, but most probably 
is a cult symbol. 

The “Bird Man” has been 
chosen as the official emblem 
of the Cahokia Mounds state 
park, 

The Cahokia Mounds state 
park preserves within its 
boundaries the remains of the 
only prehistoric Indian city 
north of Mexico. 

According to archaeological 
finds, the Cahokia site was first 
inhabited around A.D. 700 by 
prehistoric Indians of the Late 
Woodland Culture, living in 
compact villages. They hunted, 
fished, gathered wild food plants 
and practiced gardening and 
farming. 

Around 850 to 900 A.D. there 
emerged another group called 
the Mississippians. The terms 
“Woodland” and “Mississippi- 
an” are names assigned by 
archaeologist to describe these 
cultures; they are not tribal 
names. 

The Mississippians were so 
named because their culture 
first was discovered along the 
Mississippi River between St. 
Louis and Memphis. 

Their life style eventually be- 
came dominant, and what is 
now known as the Cahokia site 
became a regional center for 
the Mississippian culture. There 
were satelite communities near 
Mitchell, Dupo, Lebanon, East 
St. Louis and St. Louis. 

The largest platform mound 
at Cahokia, known as Monks 
Mound, is the largest Indian 
mound north of Mexico and the 


largest prehistoric’ construction 
in the world. 


The Mounds were for cere- 
monial activities of the living, 
and only a few of them were 
used for burial purposes. 


The exact fate of the prehis- 
toric Cahokians is unknown and 
many theories exist. A gradual 
decline’ in population began 
around 1300 A.D. and by 1500 
the site had been completely 
abandoned, 


Around 1300 there was a cli- 
matic change throughout much 
of the southern part of the 
United States which may have 
adversely affected their food 
supply, making it increasingly 
difficult to feed a large popu- 
lation. 


Other contributing _ factors 
may have been the depletion of 

ural resources, revolution, 
disease and war. 


Whatever the cause for 
abandonment, the Mississippian 
occupation of Cahokia repre- 
sented the highest achievement 
of prehistoric Indian civiliza- 
tion north of Mexico.

Environment Agency Favors 
Extending GC Steel Deadline 


Environmental 
Protection Agency on Monday 
recommended extensions _ of 
variances originally granted to 
Granite City Steel Co. last April. 

The variances are in connec- 
tion with the state Pollution 
Control Board’s approval of the 
company’s $4 million-plus pro- 
gram to further reduce emis- 
sions from its coke making and 
sintering operations. 

The EPA noted that Granite 
City Steel already has installed 
and is operating a baffle system 
to trap steam-borfe contamin- 
ants from its coke quench tow- 
er, a coke quench car water- 
fogging system to reduce smoke 
during the pushing and delivery 
of coke to the quench tower, and 
cyclone and baghouse cleaning 
systems to further reduce emis- 
sions from the 
breaker process. 

The company has reported 
that all of this equipment, which 
is part of the state-approved 
emission control program under 
which the variances were 
granted initially, is operating 
properly. 

The EPA added that ma- 
jor repair work now in pro- 
gress on the company’s two 
older coke oven batteries 
should result in stil] further 
coke oven emission reduc- 
tions. 

The repairs are being done in- 
dependently, and are not part 
of the state-approved emission 
control program. 

The company reported that 
work is on schedule in the in- 
stallation of the two main ele- 
ments of the state-approved 
emission control program. 

These are a new, automatic 
coke oven coal charging system 
considered to be’ the most ad- 
vanced in the world, and a high- 
efficiency, venturi - type scrub- 
bing unit to further reduce emis- 
sions from the sinter plant main 
windbox. 

The Agency also said it 
has approved the company’s 
coke oven operating and 
maintenance work rules, 
adding they are the first 
such rules to receive EPA 
approval in Illinois. 

The coke making and sinter- 
ing processess are acknow- 
ledged as the sources of the 
steel industry’s most difficult 
remaining emission control 
problems. 

Coke is the fuel used to reduce

sinter plant 


iron ore to molten iron in blast 
furnaces. It is produced by the 
controlled heating of blends of 
low-sulfur coal in long, narrow 
ovens without enough air pres- 
ent for the coal to burn.

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Executive Payroll ‘Cut’ Not 
Saving Any State Tax Funds

Springfield—Gov, Dan Walker 
has cut his executive office 
payroll, but it’s a “paper cut” 
that won't save taxpayers any 
money. 

Walker-has diminished his 
“front office’ payroll not by 
eliminating jobs but by switch- 
ing employes to other payrolls. 

It has been pointed out that 
Gov. Walker appeared to have 
violated his own executive order 
freezing payrolls at the Nov. 1, 
1972, level for all departments 
and agencies under his com- 
‘maid. 

On Nov. 1, then Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie had 55. persons on his 
“executive office’ payroll at a 
total monthly rate of $57,461 
and three persons on an “‘ex- 
ecutive coordinators” payroll 
at combined monthly salaries of 


Walker was over that level 
In. mid-February with 63 per- 
sons on the executive - office 
payroll at $63,537-a-month. 

At that time, Walker’s press 
secretary Norton Kay said $3,- 
208-a-month Deputy Gov. Victor 
DeGrazia and $2,916-a-month 
Dr. Mark Lepper, health serv- 
ices coordinator and compre- 
hensive health planning agency 
director, would be carried on 
the separate “executive coord- 
inators’’ payroll. 

An examination of the 
March payroll records 
shows Walker has brought 
his executive office payroll 
to beneath Ogilvie’s Nov. 
1 level by shifting employes 
to other payrolls, primarily 
the executive coordinator’s 
payroll. 

Walker now has 56 per- 
sons on the executive office 
payroll at monthly rates 
totaling $54,263, but he has 
increased his coordinators 
payroll to seven persons at 
$10,345-a-month, topping the 
Nov. 1 freeze level. 

The “coordinators” payroll in- 
cludes DeGrazia, $2,500-a-month 
legal counsel Chester Kamin, 
and $1,666-a-month gubernatori- 
al assistant Georgi Jones and 
four secretaries. 

Dr. Lepper doesn’t appear on

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either payroll, even though his 
predecessor in’ the same role 
had been carried on the “‘co- 
ordinators” payroll under Ogil- 
vie. 

Kay said Lepper wil! be 
carried on the Public Health 
Department payroll because it 
would be more appropriate. 

Absent from any payroll 
is one of Walker’s newest 
high paid assistants. David 

Fogel. 

Gov. Walker named Fogel 

a $2,916-a-month special ad- 

viser on corrections after 

the Senate rejected Fogel 
for Corrections director. 

Norton said he didn’t know 

what payroll F o gel would 

appear on. 

Kay said Lepper will be 
gling staff people in an attempt 
to make it appear he was cut- 
ting costs and to make it more 
difficult to make comparisons 
with Ogilvie’s staff. 

Kay contended the transfers 
from the executive office pay- 
roll to the “coordinators” pay- 
roll were made because the 
persons involved had “functions 
that go with a number of agen- 
cies.” 

However, at least four other 
Walker staff members with re- 
sponsibilities involving more 
than one agency remain on an 
executive office budget trimmed 
down to barely undercut Ogil- 
vie’s Nov. 1 level.

Pointers on Decorating 


Bedrooms for Children

Q. We are moving to a new 
home and have tiny rooms for 
our boys and girl, 4 and 6, | am 
really at a loss at where to 
start in decorating their rooms. 

I haven’t any talent in put- 
ting colors together. Yet I’ want 
to create nice rooms for them. 
How do | start-—E, Y. T. 

A. If you are starting with- 
out any colors that you have to 
work around, I'd suggest you 
go looking at wallpaper with 
coordinated fabric. 

There are a number of very 
fine ones on the market today. 
There are bold patterns and 
clear colors and the designs 
have been put together by pro- 
fessionals, 

Let them do the work for you. 

Choose a fabric and wall- 
paper that your children like. 
Then do a wall or ceiling and 
closet in the wallpaper. 

Use the matching fabric for 
window curtains or a laminated 
window shade. 

You could repeat the fabric 
in bedspreads or take a color 
out of the print for a plain bed- 
spread. Take other colors out 
of it for the walls and the floor 
covering. 

You'll be surprised what a- 
professional job you can do by 
selecting a print fabric and 
merely repeating the colors in 
it 

Q. We have a small spinet 
piano that has been in our liv- 
ing room. Now we have added 
a family room and I want to 
put it out there 

We'd like to have it come out 
from the wall. What is the best 
way of covering up the ugly 
back of it—O. M. 

A, I have seen two different ~ 
treatments. One is to make a 
shirred piece of fabric that is 
attached between two thin cur- 
tain rods cut the same width as 
the piano. 

One is anchored to the top 
and the other to the bottom. 

Or you can put a thin} piece 
of wood paneling acrdss the 
back and carefully attach it so 
it can be removed easily if you 
want to move the piano, 

You could then paint the pan- 
eling the color of your walls or 
stain it a wood tone. 

Q. We have a very contem- 
porary living room which has 
off-white walls. 

We have two windows on 
each side of our sofa that run 
from a foot off the floor to the 
ceiling. They are only 14 
inches wide. 

They look out on an old build- 
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ing so the view is bad. We don’t 
know quite how to treat the 
windows to give some light yet 
obliterate the view and not call 
attention to them. 

We want a neat tailored look. 
—B. W. 

A. I recently saw a room 
with a similar problem and the 
designer had ordered larger 
than usual wood shutters the 
exact width of the window. 

She had set the window shut- 
ter out over the window and 
painted the entire thing the 
wall color. 

The window’s view was ob- 
scured, a small amount of light 
came in but the window was 
hardly noticeable. 

Instead of the usual 1-inch 
shutter, these were about 24 
to 3 inches wide. They were 
permanently closed. 

Q. 1 have what to be the 
most personality-less bathroom 
ever built, It’s.in an apartment 
that I am renting so I can’t 
wallpaper or paint 

Everything is white — plumb- 
ing fixtures, cabinet and top, 
walls, ceiling and floor, What 
can | do to add some life? 

I need window and shower 
curtains, Also what color for 
towels? 

My budget is very slim right 
now so please suggest some- 
thing inexpensive.—O. T. 

A. For a really budget job 
with lots of. life, go shopping 
for some wild shiny vinyl fab- 
ric that has either geometrics 
or flowers in it and lots of bold 
colors as well ds a touch of 
white. 

Make your shower curtain of 
that and do a window shade to 
match. 

‘Fake the brightest colors out 
for the towels. Reuse one for a 
bright rug on the floor. 

Cover a waste basket in the 
bright vinyl and maybe even a 
wide mirror frame, You should 
immediately give life and per- 
sonality to your bathroom. 

Q. My two roommates and I 
are looking for an apartment 
in a large city that will be 
comfortable for all of us. 

We are really confused after 
only a little looking. 

We've never lived in a city 
apartment before and are at a 
loss as to,what we want or 
need.

Check storage so you can

A bathroom off a foyer or liv- 
ing room is very useful in this 
kind of apartment so if one 
person is entertaining, guests 
don't have to march through 
the bedroom to use the bath- 
room. 

Look, too, for adequate kitch- 
en counter space and storage 
and full-size appliances. 

In the living room, be cer- 
tain you can arrange whateevr 
furniture you might now have 
or contemplate buying if you’re 
renting unfurnished.
